Madison, Feb. 26.—It is the plan 


of the legislature to take up all 
amendments proposed for the fish 
and game laws at once, and it is 
now proposed to hold a joint hear- 
ing of the senate committee on state 
affairs and the assembly committee 
on fish and game for a discussion 
of the measures in the near future. 
Members of the conservation com- 
mission, which has charge of the 
enforcement of the fish and 
game 
laws, will be invited to attend. 
The most important changes pro- 
posed for the fish and game laws 
are in regard to the shooting of 
deer. There is a consistent demand 
from Northern Wisconsin for the 
repeal of the law passetl two years 
ago which limits the deer hunting 
of a single hunter to one buck. It 
is claimed in opposition to this law 
that the only result of the 
law- 
has been to leave the carcasses of 
does which are slain in the woods 
and instead of lessening the num- 
ber of deer shot has in reality in- 
creased the number of deer killed, 
by reason of the fact that hunters 
who have shot does have left them 
ar.d have kept on hunting until 
they'have secured a buck. 
There is a demand in the legisla- 


ture for the passage of a law for 
a five year closed scoson for deer. 
It is not likely such a bill will pass 
the legislature, althouch n bill is 
UD to create such n closed season. 
Friends of this bill -jreelire 
the 


object of the hill to be to rrrsdcr 
deer hunting in Wisconsin perma- 
nent and claim !hat if the 
deer 


are left alone for a perirxl of five 
years they will increase sufficiently 
in numbers so that under proper 
limitations deer hunting can 
re- 


main a sport 'for many years 
come without the enforcement 
another closed season. 


It is, however, said that if 
closed season is adopted, to pro- 
tect the deer it will only be a ques- 
tion of a few years befor'e vtry few 
of them will be left to hunt. Wheth- 
er or not the conservation' commis- 
sion favors 
an 
immediate closed 


season for deer cannot be learned.

It must be apparent to every ob- 
server of current discussion, 
that 
there is a growing, feverish 
_ in- 


tensity to organize the world into 
a "league to enforce peace." Slates- 
men in all the nations are voicing 
the sentiment. 
Churchmen 
are 


working for this league with might 
and main; and some 
think that 
"above all, the Christian leaders" 
must enter into this work of. es- 
tablishing 
the proposed 
peace 
league. They consider that "neu- 
tral Christians have a great mis- 
sion" in bringing the world up to 
the point where it will be free from 
war. 


_ On the face of it, such proposi- 
lions seem good. It is nol surpris- 
ing that thousands upon thousands 
of the best men and women of the 
world are swayed by the impres- 
sion 
that they should 
secure 
a 


league of nations which will for- 
ever put an end to the1 horrible 
butcheries that are now in progress 
in the Old World. 
But certainly, 


in the midst of all this feverish dis- 
cussion, in these excitable times, 
there will be some who will think 
sufficiently beneath the surface to 
make the earnest inquiry, If 
the 
Christianity of the "Christian 
na- 


tions" of 1911 could not prevent the 
war, is there a sufficient change in 
the Christianity of these "Christian 
nations" of 1916 to form a league 
that will prevent the recurrence of 
such a catastrophe?

Few small towns lite ours insist 
upon such "big town" rules as I 
am suggesting, but be.it remember- 
ed that few small cities have as 
narrow streets as we have.

"A positive sign of measles is the 
co-called Koplis spots. These are 
bluish-white specks upon a

teeth. Strong sunlight may be nec- 
essary to see these."
